For ordinary purposes, the color of 
artificial light is not highly important 
80 long as it is pleasing and does not 
|depart too far from that of daylighr. 
A yellow tone fin light is often denir- 
able on account of its pleasing qualil- 
tise, On the other hand, tne: are cer- 
tain applications in connection with 
the manufacture, tnepection and sale 
of colored matertals where ty ia highly 
important that they be viewed under 
an illumination that is much closer 
to daylight in color than ts the Mluin- 
ination from ordinary incandescent 
lamps. 

Sincs the appearance of colors] ch- 


jects varies more or !ese with th? 
color of light falling upon them, it 
is important especially in the case 


of garments in which different mater- 
ials are combined, that the selections 
be made under a Mght of daylight 
quality. When such garments are 
more likely to be used in the evening 
the colora should be inspected under 
the predominating artifictal light. 
For accurate color matching pur- 
poses, experts have always preferred 
the light from the north sky, i.e., that 
from which direct sunlight is always 
absent.

the city and the Gas Company, its 
provisions have been ratified by 
act of the legislature, and they can 
only be abrogated by the legisla 
ture. The city council is applying 
to the legislature for a chart 
amendment 'that will relieve the 
city from the terms of the agree 
ment with the Gas Company, The 
city is entitled to relief. 

As to whether the Gas Company 

is fulfilling its agreement with the 
city to the extent that would en 
able it to retain the non-exclusive 
feature of its franchise, that point 
might very well be taken up by the 
legislature. The city’s understand 
ing of the agreement is entitled to 
consideration at the hands of the 
legislature, whose business it is to 
safeguard the public interest 
While courts must be bound by 
precedent in their interpretation 
of law, it is the business of legis 
latures to make or amend laws 80 
|that they will protect public or 
private ridht Tt wonld seem to be 
\in order for the legislature to au- 
|thorize such an investigation of 
the facts of the case as would en | 
able a conclusion to be reached 
as to whether the company was 
giving such fulfilment of the con- 
‘ditions of its agreement as would) 
lentitle it to a confirmation of its, 
) non-exclusive franchise.
